POLITICS IN ENGLAND. 

Both politicHl parties in Eiigliuul arc 
preparing for a gfiucrul clectiou siiul 
therf f^i.^ems to his every probalnlity 
tLat the contest will bo of tho keenest 
description. The itisues nrc not ve»y 
distinct, but there appears to be no doubt 
that the main question subinittid to 
the people will be the foreign policy of 
the present adniinistration. Judging 
from Mr. Gladstone's most recent 
uttorauces it %vould seem that the 
Liberals are confident of succes-s, but 
oven Mr. Glad.stonk is not an infalli- 
ble prophet, lie imagined that he hud 
the confuleneo of tlie peopli- when )ie 
last appealed to thcni for tiieir .suft'ragcs 
butiiot only was lie individually defeated 
in soutli-'ea.-'t Lancashire, but the 
country generally decided against hini. 
Onooftho most remarkable features 
in tbo coming contest is the fact that 
Mr. Oladston'k ban refused every 
offer of an Englisli con.stitueney and 
has decided to accept the nomination 
for Midlotiiam in Scotland^ This is 
pyeaumcd to be an indication that the 
ex-Premier has em I iraced the views of 
the party in favor ot disestablishment of 
the Cuiu-ch in Scotland and it is 
possible that this cpinstiou will bo one 
of tlio principal phmks of the Liberal 
platform. It is not likely, however, 
that ti)o (jucstiun will assume the form 
of a perinanent or direct issue between 
the two parties. All will turn on tiie 
approval or disapproval of the present 
policy with reference to Ea.itern com- 
plication.s. On this .-ubject Mr. Gl.vd- 
STONC has already written very pro- 
fusely and his followers have let no 
opportunity escape to condemn the 
Ooverament for what they tern' 
"blundering." It would bo difficult 
lidwover, for the Liberals or any other 
parlv to propound or carry out a dif- 
ferent policy, for timidity in foreign 
affairs is not acceptable to the British 
public. It is not at all likely that 
war with Eiissia for the sole purjiose 
ofdefendingTurkey - as was predicted by 
the Liberals —would have been popuhir 
with the taxpjiyers, neither is it likely 
that any Oovernment wcjuld have re 
mained in office had Ru.Hsia been per- 
mitted to seize and hold Constantinople. 
In arresting the progress of Russia, 
therefore, at the very gate.s of (,'onstan- 
tinoplo, 'without provoking war, Lord 
Beaconhfiei.D achieved a great triumph 
and for the nonce took away much of 
the strength of his political opponents. 
Had'he been unsuccessful of course he 
would have been condemned and 
ridiculed as nu uuwi.se premier. The 
difficulty in Zuhdaud, it is true, does 
not at first reflect much credit on the 
Governuient, ljuteven if the uiiHtake of 
Isandula was theirs and not that 
of the Commander-in-Chief, it is 
grntifying to known that the oftbrts to 
make amends have b'^ep ^ittended vi'iih 
suceesp, The war in Afglianistnn 
is an additionid tinu'iile, Imt it does 
not lie within tlie |iower of the 
Liberals to imiirove matters there 
or . In Znlulanil. The military 
prowess and the honor oi England 
are involvetl in both countries 
and the people ■sviil consent to 
any reasonable sacrifice in uphold- 
ing the arm of the Government. 
Under the circumstances, therefore, it 
is probable that the forthcoming elec- 
tion will result in the vindication of 
the present administration. If the 
Liberals had any well defined policy to 
lay before the peo|ile — if they could as- 
sist England out of her dillicullies by 
any stroke of diplomacy —they might 
have a better jirospect of getting back 
to power. But at ))i'ebont they seem 
to have no other object in view than 
that of office. England is jiiiSoing 
through a trying ordeal and a weak 
government would be of the gro.itcst 
injury to lier at home and abroad.
